All man- 
ufactories are rnnning, but somo on 
abort timo— uight hours. 


At Ohicopce, three miles from Spring- 


Bald, wo were shown through tho cotton 
mills of tne Dwight corporation, which 
operates three thousand looms, divided 
up in several mills. 
Thoy now have 


Jour hundred and iitty looma stopped 
was shown through a card room, with 
four hundred and sixteen cards, nearly 
six times as large as the lower mill, in 
Janesville, On tho same stream three 
miles up, is Chicopeo Falls, where they 
have several mills, and in all eighteen 
hundred looms making cotton flannels 
Many ot thc-so goods are colored or 
printed, and are known as canton flan- 
uelfi. Still up the rivor two miles, and 
we come to Indian Orchard, where elev- 
en hundred and fifty looms are .operated 
int.vo millu. These mills make sheet- 
ings a little heavier than the badger, alao a 
great deal of fancy weaving, twills, etc. 
Tho over seors arc a gentlemanly lot of 
men, and readily R.ive us any desired in- 
formation in regard to tha working of 
tho mills. 


In attending tho meeting* of tho Sal- 


vation Army I was favorably impressed 
with their earnestness and the cood work 
they are doing.

ing the huge blocks are placed on a rack, 
over which swings a frame, worked with 
a pitman attached to a shaft. The saws, 
twelve in number, are about the size of a 
common saw-blade, only longer. 
They 


are placed across the framework over the 
marbla block. The saws are perfectly 
smooth; the cutting ot the stono is done 
hy the action ot the blade on tho sand 
and water which is kspt dripping into the 
crevices from above. It takes fifteen 
hours to saw through a block of marble 
3 feet by 12. They are LOW filling tho 
government contract of furnishing head 
Btone for tho unmarked soldiers' and 
sailors' graves throughout the country, 
tor which a generous nation has made 
provision.
